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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): 102(b) rejection over Monsanto and 103(a) rejection over 
Monsanto in view of Lucas. Specifically the references do not teach alginate as recited in the newly amended claims. 

Cont 7: Claims 1, 2, 4-14, and 23-27 remain rejected under 103(a) over Shenouda in view of Monsanto as stated in the final office action. 
Claims 21 and 22 remain rejected under 103(a) over Shenouda in view of Monsanto, further in view of Lusas as stated in the final office 

action. 

Cont 1 1 : Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persasive. 

Applciant argues one would not have been motivated to combine Shenouda and Monsanto because Shenouda teaches of meat analogs 
and Monsanto teaches of gelled pieces to be addded to deserts and beverages. Applciant's argument is not convincing as both references 
teach of edible protein gels. 

Applciant argues that there is no motivation to prevent protein precipitation as in Monsanto in the protein fiber bundles as taught by 
Shenouda. Applciant's argument is not convincing as Monsanto teaches a method of reducing and thus controlling the protein precipitation 
of the gelling solution and to better control the amount of gelled fibers would be desirable. 
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
